The attack commenoed on the 224 ultimo, at
2 o'vrlock in the morning. The frer flzht
occarted 1 the neighboring smsll village or
Chueno, from where the Gavernment troops
were 1epelled alter bard Bphting, Geperal
Bruzual, in tull uniform, at the head of filfy
Inpevrs, tried to ebeck the retrent, bat 10 van.
The Governmen™ iroops then reweated to their
lutrencbments La the city. Tue Archibishop's
patace, e catbhedrals, all the churcheg, the Gov-
ernment house, the barracks ot San Carlos, and
even private dwelhoes were fortitiel, The
revolutiovists continued their advaoce, and
from strect to street, irom  barricade to barris
ende, the strogele wag carried oo 1or two days,
fests of valor belug displaye on both sides,

On the 24th the wower of the cathedral, which
formed oue of the toor cardina! po pts of de
fepse, being ratbher closely pressed by General
Joge (1. Monngas, proposed 1o remain neu.ral,
General Bruzual, exasperated at this act, sent
Gienern) Lura to take over the commuend, hat
the tower oad already surrendersd. General
Norton, s Frencbhman by birth, who de‘ended
the palpre of the Archhi-hop, sarrendered
volunt'arile, These Lwo events left one part of
the town defen-eless, and due ro this unjustitda-
